TWO NISEI SOLDIERS 
BURIED BY ARMY IN 
ARLINGTON RITES 


WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP)— 
The .Army buried two Japanese- 
American soldiers in Arlington 
National Cemetery today with,a 
general's graveside declaration 
that they proved. their loyalty 
and devotion beyond all question. 

The two were Pfcs, Fumitake 
Nagato of Arlington, Va. and 
Saburo Tanamachi of San Benito, 
Tex. They died in the Vosges 
mountains of France in 1944 when 
the famous Nisei organization, 
the 442nd Combat Team, stormed 
a German-held ridge. 

In rescuing men belonging to a 
battalion of the Thirty-sixth In- 
fantry, the Nisei outfit lost 200 
men killed and 800 wounded. .

First thing spectators noticed 
coming in were the new seats, 
11,951 of them, filling all the vast 
space between the side pergolas, 
including the lower sides where 
overflow audiences formerly sat 
on the grass. About 1500 more 
seats were squeezed in than under 
the old arrangement, almost all in 
the former grass space. The ac- 
tual capacity of the theater also 
was increased from the 11,407 per- 
sons achieved at one performancc 
in 1943, including 1000 who sat on 
the grass. 

In spite of perfect weather and 
a cloudiess sky, this capacity was 
far short of taxed, as the opening 
night audience numbered only 
7500, leaving vast tiers of empty 
seats in the upper paying regions. 
The crowd was about average for 
opening night, however, being 500 
more than last year’s. 

Stadium-type Seats. 


The seats, which cost $110,000 to 
install, including the concrete 
foundations, were mostly stadium- 

„ saddle-backed row chairs, 
19 to 21 inches wide, costing $7 
each, scientifically designed for 
comfort and, it is hoped, absolute- 
ly non-squirm producing. The free 
section had them too, 1500 of 
them, possibly 200 less than the 
estimated capacity of the park 
benches formerly in use in that 
section. ‘There were six tiers of 
boxes instead of five, with aisle 
chairs removed. 

A new dark mastic covering on 
the main aisles was supposed to 
make them skid-proof and to 
muffle the footfalls of latecomers. 
On either side, towards the front, 
were new two-story restrooms. 
Backstage there was a new $200.- 
000 two-story dressing room with 
nine principal and three chorus 
aressing rooms and production of- 
fices.

The collapse of Barnston and 
Hatzic dikes last night flooded | 
more fertile farmlands, adding to 
the millions of dollars damage in 
the northwest region, 

Before the new rampages of the 
Fraser, damage estimates from | 
qualified sources rose to $110,000,- 
000 for the Columbia in Idaho and | 
the lower valley in Oregon and 
Washington, $30,000,000 for the 
Fraser. The death toll on the Co- | 
Jumbia was 21, two on the Fraser. | 

Barnston island, almost three | 
miles long and one and one-half | 
wide, is 20 miles east of Van- 
couver, B.C. After_the dike there 
broke, the Canadian navy sent 
six vessels in an attempt to save 
the marooned islanders, who fled 
to the opposite side of the island 
from the break. Most residents 
had been evacuated earlier when | 
the situation had been considered 
more critical. The break came, 
a Canadian army official said, as 
“quite a surprise.” ! 

Among those on the island were | 
85 Canadian army and 60 navy 
men who had been helping ei- 
vilians in holding the dikes. One | 
of them was Col. J. Toogood, com- 
mander of the Thirteenth Armored 
Regiment. 

The break on Hatzic island, 45 
miles east of Vancouver, was the 
largest along the Fraser during 
the current flood—800 feet. Water 
swept away the Canadian Pacific 

Railways double-tracked main 
line, a pump station and the sta- 
tionkeeper’s house. The town of 
Dewdney was isolated and about 
6000 acres of land submerged. The 
British Columbia Eleetric power 
station at Dewdney was knocked 
out. 4 

More Workers Sent In. 

On the lower Columbia, more 
troops and civilians hurried into 
danger areas to aid we work- 
ers who have spent days strength- 
ening scores of weakening dikes 
against the river’s onslaught. 

Five hundred Army regulars and 
250 men were helping hundreds of 
civilians in the 12,000-acre Clats- 
kanie area, which United States 
engineers said was in “very criti- 
cal condition.”

Juries will be provided on evic- 
tion suits in Magistrate courts 
here during the summer, Circuit 
Judge James F. Nangle said today. 

His announcement stopped hopes 
of tenants who foresaw the possi- 
bility of getting delays in these 
suits by demanding jury trials 
under their constitutional right. 

Until Judge Nangle made his 
statement, there had been no pub- 
lic announcement that juries 
would be available in the summer 
—generally a period when no jury 
panels are called. 

Judge Nangle said, however 
that the judges in a genera! term 
meeting Monday had agreed to 
provide juries if defendants re- 
quest them. 

If there had been no provision 
for juries, a tenant could put off

Should transportation companies have a spe- 
_cial exemption from the anti-trust laws? Con- 
gress has said “yes,” in passing the Bulwinkle- 
Reed bill, now on President Truman’s desk. 

The bill is superficially reasonable. The rail- 
roads do not properly belong in the free-enter- 
prise area which the anti-trust laws seek to pro- 
tect. They are licensed semi-monopolies. Com- 
petition among them must be restrained and reg- 
ulated. The Interstate Commerce Act is intended 
to regulate them. So the railroads plead that it 


would cause chaos to prosecute them under the 


anti-trust laws for things they have done with 
the consent of the ICC. 
Ik ICC regulation were adequate, there would 


be no reason to prosecute them. But the ICC is 


far from adequate. It passes on only about 1 
‘per cent of the changes in freight rates. It does 
not have the machinery to supervise the roads 
to the extent that public interest requires. 

Where the ICC has not acted, the, railroads 
themselves have usurped the regulatory power. 
For some years, they have operated a compli- 
cated cartel under the ICC’s nominal supervision 
but almost without actus supervision. Like other 
private combinations, it has committed serious 
abuses. It is charged with such things as dis- 
couraging rate redyctions by individual rail- 
roads, discouraging waterway and truck compe- 
tition, discriminating against Southern and West- 
ern industry, and holding back improvements. 

Therefore, the Federal Government and the 
State of Georgia finally brushed aside the fic- 
tion of adequate public regulation and attacked 
the reality of private combination. Their anti- 
trust suits are pending. 

* — — 

In this background, the proposed anti-trust 
exemption takes on an ugly color. The Bulwin- 
kle-Reed bill was introduced after the suits were 
filed and one of its purposes is to spare the 
railroads the consequences of an adverse Supreme 
Court decision. Its major p e is to let the 
cartel continue in the future as it has operated 
in the past. It is true that the bill makes the 
exemption apply only to agreements that the ICC 
has approved. But this merely invites the ICC 
to change from tacit to formal consent, without 
assurance that it will exercise closer supervision. 
Why, then, has Congress approved such a 
measure? In part, because the railroads have 
again proved their skill at lobbying, in giving 
business to Congressmen's law firms, in swaying 
chambers of commerce and the like. Some mem- 
bers of Congress were undoubtedly deceived by 
the specious reasonableness of the bill. They 
may have been impressed by the fact that the 
ICC indorsed it, not realizing that the commis- 
sioners do not want to do a thorough adminis- 
trative job because they prefer to act as a gu- 
preme court for transportation.” 

The Justice Department opposed the bill, but 
may actually have helped it along. Right though 
it is in its suit to clarify the status of the cartel, 
it has left an impression that it means to make 
the railroads compete like so many aggressive 
merchants, under no more restraints than those 
which apply to merchants. 

* * — 

Therefore, Congress faced a false dilemma. If 
it sided with the Justice Department, and if the 
railroads were then convicted in the anti-trust 
suits, the result might be chaos in the industry. 
So it sided with the railroads, committing the 
grave error of empowering them to get together 
and regulate themselves. 

There is a way out that avoids both errors. 
Congress needs only to outlaw the private cartel 
and move the whole job of transport regulation 
into the ICC, the public body where it belongs. 
It needs to enlarge the ICC and make it a. true 
administrative agency. 

As an expert on railroads, President Truman 
has a chance to clarify the whole issue. He could 
point out the sinister effect of the Bulwinkle- 
Reed bill in a veto message and urge Congress 
to take the true way out through a reformed 
ICC. Upholding such a veto would serve both 
the public interest and the long-term interest of 
the railroads themselves, If the cartel gets the 
license offered in the Bulwinkle-Reed bill, its 
abuses will continue. In the next national wave 
of reform, today’s whispers about socializing the 
roads might become an irresistible clamor. 
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Torture By Radio 

Of all the minor nuisances inflicted upon a 
long-suffering public, few are worse than the 
radio claque. A claque directed with taste might 
serve a useful purpose in setting an atmosphere 
of animation and linking the studio audience 
with radio listeners. But as presently employed, 
the claque is so unnatural and insistent that it 
only rasps the nerves. 

No pun is too crude, no wisecrack too stale, 
no joke too-imbecile to prevent the studio's 
trained seals from breaking out in a high- 
pitched cackling which lasts for several seconds. 
There is always one woice which laughs louder, 
longer and ghastlier than the rest; this we take 
to be that of the dialogue writer, trying to put 
his brainchild across. 

The station staff seeks to reduce the studio 
audience to the same level as the claque. A 
major-domo holds up a sign sternly warning the 
guests to “LAUGH!” 

The effect upon the ordinary radio listener is 
likely to be one of deep frustration building 
gradually up to an inferiority complex. Seeing 
nothing to laugh about himself, he comes to fear 
he is lacking in mother wit. 
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Electoral Warning in Bavaria 

The State Department and our officials in 
Germany should make serious efforts to find out 
just why the Communist party gained ground 
pretty much over the whole of Bavaria in the 
latest municipal elections. 

Bavaria is about two-thirds of American-oc- 
cupied Germany. As the seat of German Ca- 
tholicism, it is that portion which, for church 
reasons, should provide the strongest opposition 


to Communism. Yet the Communists increased - 


their voting strength from about 1 per cent to 
2 or 3 per cent in the large cities. 


In Munich, they rose from 10.2 per cent two 
for, Fa to 11.4. In Nuernberg, they not only 
got per cent of the total, but actually re- 
ceived 4000 more than the Christian Social 
Union (Catholic party). On a comparative basis 
over Bavaria, the C.S.U. fell from 35.1 per cent 


in 1946 to 18.5 this year. 


What the several non-Communist parties do 


is important. chiefly as they register the growth 


of the Communists in popular favor. This 
growth, slight though it may seem to be, is a 
warning to be accepted and acted on. Why, in 


the area where the United, States is making its 


greatest effort for democracy in Europe, should 


the Communists gain so much as one. vote? Why 


should they not be losing ground? 
Clearly, we need to be doing a lot better at 


the business of occupying Germany than we have 


been doing these past three years. If we were 


making the most of our opportunity, the Commu. 
nists would not be on the increase in Bavaria. 


On the contrary, they would be on the steady 
decline as the Germans came to see how much 
more our free way of life has to offer than regi- 
mentation the Kremlin imposes. 
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Veto With a Good Result 
Gov. Donnelly made good use of the item 


veto power when he struck out the appropria- 


tion of $400,000 to build a new separate tax- 
supported law school for Negroes in St. Louis. 

The reason the Governor gives for cutting out 
this item is that “if a bdilding for a law school 
for Lincoln University fs to be constructed, it 
should be at Jefferson City, where Lincofn Uni- 
versity is located.” 

This limited reason is less important than the 
result. The result is to prevent for the time be- 
ing at least the mistake of building, at heavy 
cost, a professional school which would not offér 
facilities for a legal education for Missouri Ne- 
groes equal to the facilities for white students 
at the University of Missouri. 

Had the Governor approved this item, Mis- 
souri now would be embarked on an expensive 
and at the same time unfair and sham. policy 
of setting up a series of separate schools for 
law, medicine, engineering, dentistry—all kinds 
of professional training. 

The Governor assuredly was confronted with 
the fact that the Legislature had appropriated 
much more than the anticipated revenue. But 
he was also confronted with the fact that this 
separate Negro law school had passed the House 
by a vote of 79 to 0, that it had just as easy 
sailing in the Senate. 

There was the further fact that the, news- 
papers of the state generally had kept silent. 


Aside from the Bar Association of St. Louis, 


the Urban League and perhaps one or two other 
organizations, there was little help for the Gov- 
ernor from organizations which should have 
been interested. Even the Missouri. Public Ex- 
penditure Survey, which is supposed to concern 
itself with unwise state expenditures, stayed on 
the sidelines. 

Between now and the time the next Legis- 
lature meets in January, the agencies of public 
opinion should collect and focus the views of 
the people of Missouri on this basic question of 
justice and equality in tax-supported, higher 
education. The authorities at the State Univer- 
sity, President Middlebush and the deans of the 


colleges, should make it their business to as- 


semble faculty and student sentiment. The cura- 
tors should say what they think is sound. 
Organizations generally should give guidance 
to the Legislature. Thanks to the foresighted 
drafters of the new Constitution, a single act of 
the Legislature is enough to open the doors o 
the state University to all citizens of Missouri. 
For protecting thie opportunity, Gov. Donnellv 
deserves the thanks of every citizen who believes 
that we should practice at home the Bill of 
Rights which we extol abroad. , 
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An Old But Unedifying Game 


The Republicans are beginning to play an old 
but unedifying game in the Senate. They are 
turning down President Truman’s nominations 
for various vacancies in the hope that they 
may be filled by a Republican chief executive. 


In the case of the Atomic, Energy Commis- 
sion, the President unfortunately took a hand 
in another version of the same game and tried 
to put the commission chairmanship beyond the 
reach of the next President. He was properly 
criticized for his failure to consult with Re- 
publican Senators, but his attempt—and use of 
the same tactics by Democrats in the past—can- 
not be used by them as an excuse for playing the 
game their way in every other instance. 

In point is the refusal of a Senate Interstate 
Commerce subcommittee to recommend con- 
firmation of Thomas C. Buchanan of Pennsyl- 
vania as a member of the Federal Power Com- 
mission. He made a fine record as head of the 


Pennsylvania Public Utilities Commission. He 


is an acknowledged expert in the utilities field. 
He has minced no words in denouncing the 


blandishments and intrigues of lobbyists. And 


he would stand four-square against such ef- 
forts to increase the consumérs’ burden as was 
represented by the Moore-Rizley bill. And as 
the FPC is constituted, his vote is needed to 
forestall decisions against the public interest. 


There can be only two reasons for resisting 
the Buchanan nomination: a desire to hand the 
job over to a faithful party worker, or a de- 
sire to fill it with a man less devoted to the 
common good. Neither would be to the credit 
of the Republican party, so Senator White’s 
committee would do well to over-rule its sub- 
committee. It would do itself credit by recom- 
mending Mr. Buchanan’s confirmation. 
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We Still Hold the Cards 


Since the State Department’s out-of-hand re- 
jection of recent Russian “peace” bids was so 
widely questioned in the American press and so 
sharply criticized abroad, it is only natural that 
Secretary Marshall should have undertaken to 
defend and to explain the action. 

It is to be doubted, however, whether the 
State Department’s critics were as unaware of 
the motives of Molotov and Stalin as the Secre- 
tary seemed to imply. Certainly, they did not 
want the United States to enter upon some 
“thoughtless or spasmodic action.” : 

So far as Russia's record is concerned, there 
was no difference between the appraisal of the 
State Department and those who deplored its 
course of action. The Soviet proposals were not 
innocently. taken at their face value. Nor was 
there a naive belief that everything could be 
set straight by a session around a table. 


There was a feeling rather that the American 
authorities had given up a tactical advantage. 


They had put themselves in the position of re- 
fusing to discuss differences when, in actual fact, 
it was the Russians who had made discussion 
fruitless.

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A Rather Preposterous Tempest 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Radio columnist wonders why the sudden excitement about Voice 
of America broadcasts; says the offending programs came about be- 
cause Congress straddled the main issue by refusing the funds to do- 
a good job; suggests the aim is to kill the pending appropriation,

Senator Homer Capehart of Indiana has , 


stirred up a tempest of rather preposter- 


ous proportions over the “Voice of Ameri- 


ca” broadcasts. At this writing four sepa- 
rate investigations are under way to dis- 
cover why, among other things, Texas was 
described as “one of nature's disturbing 
experiments,” which on the whole seems a 
provocative way of putting it. 


The explosive indignation this has 
touched off has its comic aspects, but it 
has a serious side, too. The State Depart- 
ment overseas broadcasts have beén in 
perpetual hot water ever since the war 
ended and they were hardly free of criti- 
cism during the war. The basic dilemma, 
it seems to me, is a simple one that Con- 
gress refuses to face and has never faced. 
The question is simply whether this coun- 


try wants to have a propaganda service or - 


whether it wants to leave the field wide 
open to the Moscow radio, 


If We Want Propaganda 


If we want an information or propaganda 
service—and it’s propaganda no matter 
how you look at it—we will have to ap- 
propriate sufficient money for the pur- 
pose. If we don’t, the enterprise ought to 
be folded up. As it is, Congress has strad- 
dled the question by appropriating enough 
money to continue the broadcasts and not 
nearly enough to insure good broadcasts 
or even adequate supervision for the broad- 
casts. 


Know North America,“ the series 
which touched off the congressional ex- 
plosion—and not a bad little series either— 
was a oncé-a-week program which is just 
part of the 11 hovrs and 45 minutes of 
programming done every day (or 82 hours 
and 10 minutes a week) by N.B.C. on behalf 
of the State Department. 


For the entire year of overseas: broad- 
casting, N.B.C. gets $770,000, which is leas 
than the yearly rate many advertisers pay 
for a half-hour a week program on com- 
mercial radio. C. B. S. gets a similar amount 
for the same number of hours a day. The 
two networks do 70 per cent of our over- 
seas broadcasting. Yet already the cry has 
been raised to reduce the appropriation. 
Hardly an intelligent solution. 


Too Little for Talent 


Commercial radio can afford to pay 
writers $2500 a week to advertise soap; 
writers employed to advertise America and 
to counteract Russian propaganda gét 
about $400 a month. (That is roughly what 
Rene Borgia, who wrote the disputed 
scripts, was paid and what most writers on 
overseas broadcasts are paid), There wasn't 
enough money available either for N.B.C. 


to supply the State Department with 
English language translations of the dis- 
puted scripts or for the State Department 
to supply Spanish-speaking supervisors to 
look over the originals. 

There is a scandalous shortage of State 
Department personnel to supervise news 
broadcasts, certainly the most important 
item in any information service. There are 
just three, to be precise, and they review 
all news scripts during the daytime hours 
but can hardly be expected to hang around 
all night. The news broadcasts are pre- 
pared by newsmen paid $85 to $100 
(roughly) and some of them, known as 


junior writers, once got as little as $37.50 - 


a week, 
Suspicious Choice of Timing 
No reflection on the ability of these men 


is intended, but obviously the most quali- 


fied reporters cannot be found for such 
wages. Yet these men are required to 
analyze extraordinarily complicated news 
and to broadcast it the world over. In addi- 
tion, they must do this without embarrass- 
ing the United States, a factor domestic 
news agencies don’t have to consider. This 
haphazard system has produced serious 
blunders in the last year and may be ex- 
pected to produce some more. 


The timing of this uproar is rather m- 


teresting, too. Senator Capehart started it 
all last week by reading a script in the 
Senate that had been broadcast last Feb- 
ruary. It so happens that an appropriation 
for the “Voice of America” ($8,600,000 for 
overseas broadcasts) had passed both Sen- 
ate and House and was in joint conference 
to iron out differences between the two bills. 
Lightning struck ‘and the bills have been 
indefinately stalled. With Congress sched- 
uled to adjourn soon, the appropriation 
might easily be stalled until the “Voice of 
America” had to go out of business for lack 
of money. 


Who Was the Sponsor? 


One last thing. While Congressmen are 


sputtering with rage over the official in- 
terpretation of America as revealed in 
“Know. North America,” it would probably 
come as 4 surprise to South Americans 
who heard it that this was a Government- 
sponsored broadcast. N.B.C. introduced the 
disputed programs: “The National Broad- 
casting Company presents Know North 


Ameries,“ which sounds like the slogan 
of private enterprise. C. B.. simply tells 


South America: “This is the Columbia 
Broadcasting System.” The fact that Con- 
gress has appropriated money to put these 


programs on the air ig very skillfully con- 


gressmen.

The St. Louis goal is a part of 
a $60,000,000 national goal being 
raised to provide aid and nourish- 
ment for 230,000,000 starving chil- 
dren in war-devastated countries 
throughout the world. Citizens 
of 43 nations are participating in 
the world-wide campaign. 

Many of the letters, Coombs 
said, have been sent to plants em- 
ploying fewer than 25 employes. 
The larger corporations and indi- 
viduals are also being canvassed. 
The Appeal for Children was set 
up by United Nations to supple- 
ment the resources of its Interna- 
tional Children’s Emergency 
Fund, which has been supported 
chiefly by contributions from 18 
governments, These gifts, it was 
estimated, have only been able to 
reach 4,000,000 children even 
though the recipient countries 
share with the fund the supplying 
of the 600-calory supplementary

The military and diplomatic de- 
velopments since the British man- 
‘date ended on May 15 have shown 
beyond any reasonable doubt that 
the only forces 
capable of fight- 
ing a serious 
war in Palestine 
are the Haganah 
an d Abdullah’s 
‘Legion, The 
Egyptian incur- 
sion, the Syrian 
and Iraqi raids, 
are of minor im- 
portance and 
can easily be 
‘dealt with if 
there is no war 
between Trans- 
Jordan and Israel. 

To achieve an armistice and 
then peace in Palestine is a mat- 
ter e of imposing an 
armistice and negotiating a treaty 
between Trans-Jordan and Israel. 
The crux of the problem has been 
to induce Mr. Bevin to use his 
influence in Trans-Jordan to bring 
about an armistice and a treaty of 
peace. 
For hoping that not only American 
diplomacy in London but, even 
more than that, the pressure of 
, influential British opinion have 
been persuasive. The scandal of 
a British satellite army defying 
the United Nations had to be 
ended, and we may be confident 
that it has been. 


Deal With Trans-Jordan 


There is now in sight the main 
outline of an honorable settle- 
ment which will fit the vital in- 
terests of all concerned; namely, 
the expansion of Abdullah’s king- 
dom up to the partition line, ex- 
cept for the international enclave 
of Jerusalem; a treaty of peace 
and alliance between the enlarged 
Trans-Jordan and the State of 
Israel; and then a confederation 
with economic union between 
them. 

This would bring into existence 
a Middle Eastern commonwealth 
which would be under the joint 
protection of Great Britain and 
the United States. Instead of 
Britain and America being divided 
over Zionism and Pan-Arabism, 
they would be brought together 
in the common task of establish- 
ing security and promoting pros- 
perity in the central strategic 
position of the Middle East.

WITH THE GATTI-HALLI- 
CRAFTERS EXPEDITION, 
Tanganyika Territory, 
British. East Africa. 
HE table linen was snowy 
white.. Creamy tapers gleamed 
from polished silver candle- 
sticks. The silver was heavy and 
brightly cleaned. 
The talk was of current writers 


and it was intelligent conversation. 


The food was excellent, the kind of 
good food you would expect of a 


lovely and cultivated young host- 


ess with an expensive French chef. 

No. This wasn’t a Park Avenue 
pent house. It was the dining 
room of the district officer's home 
at Loliondo, a place few Americans 
ever heard of and probably 


couldn't find on the most detailed 


maps of the African interior. 


The four of us who hag joined 
the D. O. and his wife for dinner 
tripled the white population of 


Loliondo. The young and soft- 
spoken D. O. is the sole symbol 


of British might and majesty in 


an area the size of Illinois. He is 
charged with administering, by 
force of personality only, more 
than 20,000 Masai natives. 

The Masai less than 50 years 
ago were the “scourge of East 
Africa.” At one time they held 
in fealty or slavery every other 
native tribe within hundreds of 
miles of their own domain. 

The only guest at dinner who 
wasn’t a member ofethe Gatti- 
Hallicrafters expedition was the 
district commissioner from Narok, 
‘across the Tanganyika border in 
Kenya. With singular lack of 
emotion the D. O., Roger Wilkin- 


' gon, told how he came to occupy 


his post in 1944. 

A Masti, taking umbrage at 
his predecessor, took aim and 
heaved at the D. O. the wicked 
looking and razor-sharp spear all 
Masai, even youths, carry. It 
killed the D. O. and didn’t stop 
going for 20 feet after it pierced 
his body. 

J wondered what they had 
against me when I was assigned 
to Narok,” Wilkinson murmured 
in postscript to the story. 

This is an outpost of empire. 
Tanganyika is mandated to the 
British Empire, and the men who 
administer it are typical of those 
hard-working, underpaid and con- 
scientious civil servants one meets 
everywhere in British Africa. 

The true picture of this outpost 
is far from the romanticism of 
Beau Geste and the exciting, lives 
of the Bengal lancers. At Loli- 
ondo there is no white-washed 
concrete stockade with — sturdy 
troopers ready to die-rather than 
allow the Union Jack to be low- 
ered. There are no native tribes- 
men in the surrounding hills 


THERE WAS A CHEERFUL FIREP 


ready at the drop of a beaded G- 
string to swoop down and mas- 
sacre the hated British rulers. 

At the risk of throwing out of 
work at least 100 Hollywood writ- 
ers who know what Africa 
“should” be like, here is what an 
“outpost of empire,“ personified 
by Loliondo, looks like. 

There are white-washed walls, 
right enough. They contain the 
charming home of the D. O., Robin 
Thorne and his pretty wife, Joan. 
They are set off, though, not by 
burning sands or equatorial jun- 
gle, but by terraced gardens of 
bright blooming snapdragons and 
carnations and daisies. 

The scene in front of the 
Thornes’s bungalow of an after- 
noon is not likely to be thronged 
with angry tribesmen so much as 
it is with Mrs. Thorne exercising 
her two honey-colored cocker 
spaniels or feeding her pet gazelle 
fawn, § . 

Inside the D. O.’s home, you 
must pinch yourself to realize this 
is indeed .darkest Africa you are 
in, hundreds of miles from even 
the smallest white settlement.

The expedition established base 
camp in North Central Tangan- 
yika to make a study of this huge 
tribe before it is rolled under by 
implacable civilization. The Mas- 
ai are a nomadic people, driven 
forever on by the grazing needs 
of the herds of cattle that are 
their treasure. For this reason 
Commander Attilio Gatti wanted 
to visit this Manyatta, roughly 
corresponding to a village, before 
the Masai got away, 

As we approached the Manyatta 


getting warmed 
up to a dance which probably 
would end hours later in drunken- 
ness and debauchery. Now they 
shuffled and then skipped to no 
music other than a sound they 
produced in primitive rhythm 
from deep in their lungs. With 
the combined effort of many of 
them it sounded like the rumbling 
and thunder of a huge drum. 


It was well the moran were 
painted. They had nothing else 
on to protect them from the ele- 
ments. 

High style among the Masai is 
a generous use of red ochre for 
dyeing their hair, bodies and in- 
deed every bit of themselves. They 
never wash from the day they are 
born until the day they die— 
literally. 

We were greeted from the 
Manyatta by one of the elders of 
the Masai, an ancient man whose 

not unhandsome visage had been 
somewhat marred by a long scar 
that ran from his right ear to his 
right eye. His right eye — 
closed and he apparently 
been blinded in it. I — ade

HE Masai are not Negro in 

derivation. Anthropologists be- 

lieve they are Hamitic and 
came from Egypt or the Middle 
East centuries ago. Their fea- 
tures are generally fine and clear. 
They are taller than the usual na- 
tives and are well-built. 


The women, the homeliest I have 
eyer seen in the world, all shave 

eir heads.. Unlike most African 
tribes they do not go in for the 
head-toting that produces such a 
fine carriage in most natives, 

The men dress their hair in 
elaborate fashion, especially dur- 
ing the period they are morans, 
generally from about 18 until 25. 
The hair is worked into its coif- 
fure with ochre-dyed mud, usually 
in strings several inches long, tied 
in the front in a forelock and be- 
hind in a kind of pig tail. 


The morans who danced for us 
were painted half white and half 
hre, a henna color. In the old 
days this meant they had just 
killed someone. Since the Masai 
literally never work, an occasional 
killing was necessary to keep slave 
tribes in order. Every bit of their 
bodies was painted, from their 
hairline to their toes. 

At least two of the braves were 
seized with fits as the result of 
the intense emotionalism at- 
tends the dance. They were led 
away by the young women who 
attend all the needs and wants of 
the moran during their aS 
braves when they are for to 


marry. 

The Masai people are in a pe- 
culiar position. They once were 
the fiercest tribe in East 
holding in semi-slavery tribes 

territory adjoined theirs. 
Now their killing is discouraged 
by the government but they take 
out their high-spiritness in cattle 
raiding. 


Curiously the Masai do not eat 


the game that teems in this area. 
They eat only the meat of their 
cattle and except for the period 
when the young men are morans, 
very little of that, They exist prin- 
cipally on milk and for liquor 
brew a beer from honey. That 
and blood, Blood drunk so clev- 
erly from the neck of the living 
cattle that the animals are not 
harmed. 


Yes, it was hard to realize in 
the Thorne 4 room, with its 
polished silver, gleaming — os 
sticks and civilized conversation 


that we had looked in on all this 
Africa 


just a few days previously.
